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Reward to catch robbers who 
threatened security van driver

A £10,000 reward has been 
offered in the hunt for two 
armed robbers who stole 
thousands of pounds after 
threatening a security 
firm driver at his Harlow 
home. 

Detectives from the Kent and 
Essex serious crime directorate 
have released CCTV images of 
two men believed to have been 
involved in the heist, in which a 
driver for security firm G4S 
was forced to hand over money 
while he made deliveries in 
Nazeing on January 3. 

The CCTV images were 
taken from footage captured 
outside the driver’s flat in 
Edmunds Tower off Hayden 
Road between 12.30am and 
3.50am the same day. 

On Tuesday police officers 
returned to the scene of the rob¬ 
bery in Middle Street, Nazeing, 
in an attempt to find new wit¬ 
nesses. 

They stopped drivers to ask 
them if they could recall any 
suspicious activity on the day 
of the incident one week earli¬ 
er. 

According to detectives, the 
robbers forced their way in to 
the home of the driver and 
threatened to harm him if he 
failed to hand over the money 
at a pre-arranged location dur¬ 
ing that day’s deliveries. 

The cash was then taken at 
5.30pm. 

Senior investigating officer 
Detective Chief Inspector 
Simon Parkes has so far 
refused to give details of the 
exact amount of money that

was stolen, but he described the 
sum as “considerable”. 

“This was clearly the work 
of a team of organised crimi¬ 
nals and is among the most sig¬ 
nificant cash-in-transit rob¬ 
beries in the UK in the past six 
years,” he said. 

“Their planning is evident 
and although I don’t wish to 
comment on the amount stolen, 
there is a considerable amount 
of cash unaccounted for. 

“G4S has offered a £10,000 
reward for any information 
leading to the conviction of 
those responsible. 

“I would appeal for anyone 
in the area of the driver’s home 
between 12.30am and 3.50am 
on Tuesday, January 3 to come 
forward. 

“I need to trace two men in 
the photographs who were seen 
to enter and leave the tower 
block around these times.” 

DCI Parkes said Tuesday’s 
stop check operation had been 
fruitful and thanked drivers for 
their co-operation. 

“We located a number of 
witnesses who saw the van on 
the night of the incident and we 
have been given a number of 
leads which are now being fol¬ 
lowed up,” he added.

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Thug given four-county pub and club ban 


A HARLOW man who has served 
a jail sentence for grievous bodi¬ 
ly harm has now been banned 
from entering pubs, bars and 
nightclubs in four counties. 

Bradley Stantiford (36), pic¬ 
tured right, has been made sub¬ 
ject to an interim Violent Offender 
Order barring him from licensed 
premises in Essex, Hertfordshire, 
Bedfordshire and Cambridgeshire. 


Stantiford, of Adams House, 
off Post Office Road, has also 
been ordered not to contact a 
named individual for the duration 
of the order, which runs until 
March 16,2012. If he breaks it he 
could be jailed for up to five 
years. 

The order was granted at 
Watford Magistrates Court on 
Monday following an application 


by Hertfordshire Constabulary. 

Detective Inspector Stuart 
Orton said: "Violent crime has a 
devastating effect on victims, 
their families and the wider com¬ 
munity. This is the first time that 
Hertfordshire Constabulary has 
considered it necessary to apply 
for a Violent Offender Order. 

"These orders are a valuable 
tool to help protect the public 


and to prevent the violent 
offending behaviour of the indi¬ 
viduals concerned." 

A full banning order will be 
applied for when the interim 
order lapses. 

Dl Orton added: "I'd urge mem¬ 
bers of the public and those work¬ 
ing in the licensed trade to report 
any breaches to Hertfordshire 
Constabulary." 



MP's challenae to 


boss of care home

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
has called on the management 
of the under-fire Partridge 
Care Centre to hold an urgent 
public meeting to address alle¬ 
gations of abuse and neglect of 
its elderly residents. 

Mr Halfon made the demand in a 
strongly-worded letter sent to Surjit 
Rai, chief executive of care home 
owners Rushcliffe Care, after being 
contacted by disillusioned former 
staff members and relatives unhappy 
with the quality of care provided to 
residents of the 117-bed home on 
Partridge Road. 

In his letter, the MP also highlight¬ 
ed the findings of a recent Care 
Quality Commission inspection 
which criticised the centre for failing 
to protect residents against the 
“unsafe use” of medication and raised 
concerns over inadequate staffing, 
employee training and the general 
cleanliness of facilities. 

The report came just weeks after 
police announced the centre would 
not face criminal action following an 
investigation into the deaths of two 
residents in August last year. 

Mr Halfon, who will meet Health 
Minister Paul Burstow next week to 
discuss the possibility of the CQC 
stepping in to ensure the safety of res¬ 
idents living at the home, told the Star 
he first became aware of problems at 
the home after being contacted by a

“Since that time there have been 
four difficult reports from the Care 
Quality Commission,” he said. “ The 
latest in November 2011 still has 
major criticisms of how the home is 
being run. 

“For that reason I have written to 
the CEO of Rushcliffe Care, urging 
him strongly to be open and transpar¬ 
ent about what has gone wrong, and 
inviting him to come to Harlow to a 
public meeting for patients, residents, 


and their families and friends. 

“Harlow people will want to hear 
what is being done to ensure that this 
never happens again.” 

Among those seeking an explana¬ 
tion is Michael Keith, whose father 
moved into the home in December 
2009. “In the two years my father was 
there, the home lacked management 
and staff and they received no support 
from head office or the owners,” he 
said. 

“I was complaining from the very 
beginning because he was not washed 
for weeks. His clothes and room 
smelled strongly of urine. 

“In August last year I finally 
removed my father from this sad 
home because he still was not getting 
proper care and attention, even though 
it has cost him many thousands of 
pounds over the two years.”

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No room at shelters 
for unwanted pets

TWO animal shelters are making an urgent 
new year appeal to find new homes for 
dogs and cats in their care. 

Mutts In Distress and Chestnut Cat Sanctuary, both 
of which cover the Harlow area, are working at full 
capacity after being inundated with new arrivals 
over the past few weeks. 

The shelters, which take in unwanted and abandoned 
animals that would otherwise be destroyed, say they 
will struggle to take in any more until their current 
intakes are re-homed. 

“We are pretty desperate right now,” said Mutts in 
Distress care assistant Jackie McMnally. “We 
currently have over 35 dogs ready for re-homing 
including 15 puppies. 

“Then there are all the others who have come to us 
after being neglected or abused and will need special 
care for a while to get them better. 

“These animals really need a good home for the new 
year and we would urge anyone considering getting 
a dog or puppy to come and see us first.” 

Chestnut Cat Sanctuary manager Gill Beard said 
one of the biggest problems they faced was owners 
not having their animals neutered. 

“ft is imperative that pet owners have their animals 
neutered as early as possible,” she said. “Many 
people don’t realise that kittens as young as five 
months can be sexually active. 

“Before they know it they have a whole litter on 
their hands and are unable to cope so they end up 
dumping the animals at shelters like ours to deal 
with. 

“We do not have the space to take any more animals 
in right now and have a waiting list of over 50. We 
urgently need people to come forward and adopt 
these animals so that they can be cared for in a good 


home like they deserve.” 

The sanctuaries are also appealing for any donations 
of money funds, good quality food or items such as 
bedding, collars and towels to help them cope with 
looking after such a large number of animals.

Council cuts carbon footprint and saves £246,000 


HARLOW Council has been 
recognised for using green 
technology to significantly 
reduce its energy consumption. 

The Carbon Trust has pre¬ 
sented the authority with a cer¬ 
tificate to mark its achie¬ 
vements over the past year after 
four council buildings were 
given improved energy effi¬ 
ciency scores. 

Combined energy use at the 


Civic Centre, the Playhouse, 
the Latton Bush Centre and the 
Leah Manning Centre has been 
reduced following the installa¬ 
tion of extra insulation, voltage 
optimisation boxes and ‘smart’ 
air handling units. 

In addition, staff have been 
encouraged to become more 
energy-conscious while at 
work. 

The initiatives have seen the 


council cut its carbon emis¬ 
sions by 164 tonnes and save 
£246,000 on its annual energy 
bill. 

Tony Hall, the council’s 
portfolio holder for environ¬ 
ment, said: “As a major emplo¬ 
yer in Harlow it is important 
we lead by example when it 
comes to reducing the town’s 
carbon footprint and we are 
doing just that. 


“Our building managers and 
staff have worked really hard to 
ensure they only use the energy 
they need and they all have 
programmes in place to ensure 
that this continues to improve 
in future.” 

The council is now working 
to add the carbon footprint 
from waste and water usage in 
its calculations and has agreed 
a five-year programme of ener¬ 


gy savings targets with the trust 
to achieve a 25 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in emissions by 2015/16. 

“Being energy efficient is 
both good for the environment 
and helps save council taxpay¬ 
ers’ money,” said Cllr Hall. 
“We will continue to do what 
we can to reduce our carbon 
use as well as support local 
businesses and residents to do 
their bit.” 


Drama group fears 
redundancy threat

A STRUGGLING performing 
arts group has been dealt anoth¬ 
er blow after discovering one of 
its county council-funded sup¬ 
port workers faces redundancy. 

The future of the Harlow-based 
Livewire Trust, a free drama project 
bringing young people together in the 
community, was already hanging in the 
balance after its main sources of fund¬ 
ing were cut by Essex County Council 
last year. 

But the group is now facing further 
problems after one of the charity’s long¬ 
standing support workers leam-ed their 
job was set to be axed by the authority’s 
youth services department. 

Livewire Trust chair Michaela 
Dunlea said she was disappointed not to 
have been consulted about the plans, 
which would leave the group unable to 
continue unless an externally-funded 
replacement worker could be found. 

“Not only will the support worker be 
greatly missed but their loss from the 
group will also pose some serious 
health and safety issues for us in 
regards to the legal ratio requirements 
of adults to children,” she told the Star 
this week. 

“We cannot afford to hire a replace¬ 
ment and though we could probably 
find volunteers it must be people able to 
deal with our more vulnerable mem¬ 
bers. 

“If we’d had some kind of warning 
sooner we could have planned sharing 
staff but we now only have a couple of 
months to find a way through.” 

Harlow councillor Joel Charles, who 
along with MP Robert Halfon has 


pledged his support to the group, brand¬ 
ed ECC’s plan “unacceptable”. 

“As soon as we heard about this both 
Robert and I approached ECC to chal¬ 
lenge this decision,” said Cllr Charles. 
“Livewire is one of the few free groups 
in the town that engage young people in 
a positive way and both Robert and I 
feel it is essential to preserve it. 

“ECC’s response so far has seemed 
positive and we will continue to support 
the group in whatever way we can.” 

Mr Halfon added: “I have been to see 
Livewire in action and it is an incredible 
organisation doing a huge amount for 


Harlow young people. 

“Over the past week I have had dis¬ 
cussions with County Hall and I am 
doing everything I can to persuade 
Essex County Council to continue 
funding for Livewire. 

“So far they have confirmed that 
there will be no immediate cut in fund¬ 
ing, although they have said the econo¬ 
my will be very difficult over 2012. 
That is why it is really important that we 
keep the pressure up and show support 
for youth services in Harlow.” 

Stephen Castle, ECC’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for education, confirmed the 


authority was currently reassessing 
recruitment in the youth service but 
stressed final decisions on potential 
redundancies had not yet been made. 

“No decisions on the future of any 
Essex Youth Service provision after 
March 31, 2012 have yet been made 
and we will be consulting with local 
community representatives before pri¬ 
orities are agreed,” he added. 

“In addition, the service will be seek¬ 
ing to work with voluntary and commu¬ 
nity groups to ensure provision for 
young people is available in as many 
other locations as possible.”

Scary by name but looks can be deceiving 



PUPILS were on their 
best behaviour when a 
motivational speaker 
calling himself The 
Scary Guy visited 
Harlow on Tuesday. 
Standing over 6ft tall 
and weighing in at 20 
stone, the heavily 
tattooed former US 
gang member addressed 
students from 
Passmores and Burnt 
Mill Academies. 

He told them 
experiences from his 
own life to discourage 
young people from 
getting involved with 
gangs and other 
destructive groups. 

The Scary Guy, who is 
spending the week 
visiting schools across 


the county in 
conjunction with Essex 
Police, drilled home a 
message about the 
harm caused by 
bullying, explaining why 
young people need to 
put their prejudices 
aside. 

Burnt Mill deputy head 
Charlie McCarthy said: 
"He really grabbed our 
attention and made 
everyone think about 
prejudice in our world. 
"Our students have 
been inspired today.

115 drivers 
fail breath 
test during 
crackdown 


MORE than 100 motorists failed to 
heed police warnings about drink¬ 
driving over the Christmas and new 
year period. 

Of the 3,893 drivers stopped and 
breathalysed in Essex between December 1 
and January 1, a total of 115 (2.95 per cent) 
were found to be driving over the legal alco¬ 
hol limit, refused to take a test or failed to 
provide a sample. 

Of those, 30 (26 per cent) were under the 
age of 25 and 85 (74 per cent) over 25. The 
vast majority - 97 - were men with only 
18 (women failing the test. 

The results show a slight percentage 
increase compared to the 2010 campaign 
during which 145 of the 4,995 drivers test¬ 
ed (2.9 per cent) tested positive or refused 
or failed to provide a sample. 

One 29-year-old driver who was stopped 
by police on Christmas Eve and then again

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on Christmas Day on suspicion of drink¬ 
driving appeared in court on Boxing Day 
and was disqualified from driving for 42 
months and given a 200-hour community 
order. 

Adam Pipe, casualty reduction manager 
for Essex Police, said the end of the cam¬ 
paign did not mean police would relax their 
efforts to bring drivers who flout the law to 
justice. 

“Although our Christmas campaign has 
now come to an end, we will not tolerate 
drink or drug-driving and deal with it 
robustly every day of the year,” he said. 

“It is always disappointing to see that 
some drivers still consider themselves to be 
above the law by getting behind the wheel 
having knowingly consumed too much.”

Scout troop pins hopes on new 
application for permanent base 


SAWBRIDGEWORTH’S Scouts are hop¬ 
ing it will be third time lucky after submit¬ 
ting their latest plans for permanent head¬ 
quarters. 

The troop wants to relocate to a Green 
Belt site off Reedings Way from its present 
home in Springhall Road, a move which 
would bring to an end a 12-year search for 
a new base. 

The latest application is for a purpose- 
built single-storey hut with a hall, toilets, 
meeting room and store on land between 
the River Stort and homes in Kecksy’s. 

Scout leaders have said the site will pro¬ 
vide a facility fit for the 21st century as 
well as opportunities for outdoor pursuits 
and other Scouting activities for the town’s 
youth. It will also support its plans to 
expand to 200-plus members. 

A supporting statement said previous 
failed attempts to relocate - first to 
Bullfields in 2004 and then Vantorts Close 
in 2006 - confirmed there was no suitable 
or available site within the built-up area of 
the town and that the only remaining option 
was to move into the Green Belt. 


“There is a compelling need for a new 
Scout hut to secure and strengthen the 
group,” it adds. “The existing facility at 
Springhall Road is totally inadequate and 
contained within a building that is not fit 
for purpose. 

“Extensive and lengthy efforts to find an 
alternative site where a new replacement 
Scout facility can be provided have failed to 
deliver this over the last 12 years.” 

It concludes: “The proposal would not 
only safeguard the future of this important 
Scout group but also enable it to make an 
even greater contribution to the community 
(through its expansion) and further enhance 
the important role it plays in improving the 
lives of lots more young people. 

“It would be a significant milestone in 
the group’s history and development if it 
were able to relocate to the proposed pur¬ 
pose-built headquarters, thereby maintain¬ 
ing and strengthening Scouting within 
Sawbridgeworth.” 

A decision on the application will be 
made by planning authority East Herts 
District Council at a later date. 


Stabbing victim's brother 
'in a fog of alcohol'when 
he assaulted ex-girlfriend 


THE brother of a teenager 
stabbed to death on his doorstep 
in a bungled robbery attempt six 
years ago has been jailed for 
assault. 

Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard that Lenny Empson atta¬ 
cked his former girlfriend Kelly 
Porter on September 29 last year 
while staying at her flat, leaving 
her with a black eye and bruising 
to her arms, cheek and body. 

On Friday, Empson (29), of 
Arkwrights, Harlow, pleaded 
guilty to assault causing actual 
bodily harm and to three breach¬ 
es of a court-imposed non¬ 
molestation order. He was jailed 
for nine months. 

Andrew Jackson, prosecuting, 
told the court that Empson had 
been asleep on the sofa when for 
no apparent reason he tried to 
strangle Miss Porter. 

Mr Jackson said Empson, 
who had been drinking, later told 
Miss Porter he had attacked her 
in the mistaken belief she was 
the person who had killed his 
brother Frank in March 2006. 

The two men responsible for 
his death - Steven Pascoe and 
Jack Harrison - have been in 
prison since April 2007 after 
being convicted of manslaughter 
by a jury following a six-week 
trial. They were both given 
indefinite sentences for public 
protection. 

Mr Jackson told the court that 
Empson and Miss Porter had 


previously been in a relationship 
several years earlier which had 
been marked by violence fuelled 
by the defendant’s “considerable 
drinking”. 

The pair had started seeing 
each other again despite their 
being in force a 14-month non¬ 
molestation imposed at the 
county court in August 2010, 
with Empson regularly sleeping 
on Miss Porter’s sofa. 

Dominic Benthall, represent¬ 
ing Empson, said in mitigation 
the order had been granted on 
the basis of a false allegation but 
Miss Porter had not gone back to 
court to get it rescinded. 

He added that Empson had 
adhered to the terms of the order 
but Miss Porter had contacted 
him after his mother died 
because she felt sorry for him. 

Mr Benthall quoted from 
Miss Porter’s statement to police 
in which she described Empson 
as an alcoholic and said: “While 
I’m scared of him being violent, 
I still care for him and love him 
as a friend. I know I need to get 
away from him but he needs 
some help.” 

He added that it was Empson 
himself who had contacted 
police after the assault last 
September. 

“He knew that matters had 
gone too far,” said Mr Benthall. 
“He doesn’t remember the 
breaches. He was in a fog of 
alcohol.”

Thieve* steal bron/e memorial 
plaque to victims of Holocaust 


FLASHBACK: Star, December 29

A NEW plaque honouring 
the victims of Nazi perse¬ 
cution will be ready in time 
for this month’s Holocaust 
Memorial Day - a month 
after callous crooks stole 
the original bronze memo¬ 
rial. 

The granite slab will be fit¬ 
ted in the same spot where the 
first plaque was prised out of its 
metal setting in the Holocaust 
Memorial Garden behind 
Harlow Study Centre in Water- 
house Moor shortly before 
Christmas. 

The stone, which has been 
commissioned by Harlow 
Council, will carry the words of 
the original plaque, with the 
addition of the Hebrew word 
for ‘Remember’. 

This week council leader 
Andrew Johnson said he wel¬ 
comed new Government plans 


to introduce tighter regulation 
of the scrap industry in a bid to 
clamp down on the spiralling 
number of metal thefts nation¬ 
wide. 

“There has to be a deterrent 
to stop what is a deeply dis¬ 
turbing trend,” he said. “People 
who are prepared to steal a 
plaque honouring the Jewish 
victims of Nazi persecution are 
clearly without conscience and 
are unlikely to be intimidated 
by a minor fine.” 

He adedd: “There are obvi¬ 
ously plenty of perfectly 


respectable scrap metal busi¬ 
nesses, but there are clearly 
others on the margins who are 
prepared to turn a blind eye. 

“If we can stop thieves turn¬ 
ing these callous thefts into 
cash, it will be a powerful 
deterrent.” 

Police are still hunting for 
the thieves responsible for the 
theft, and anyone with infor¬ 
mation should contact Harlow 
Police Station on 101 (or 0300 
333 4444 if calling from out¬ 
side Essex) or Crimestoppers 
on 0800 555111. 


Drink-driver who crashed firm's 


refuse truck jailed for six months 


AN employee who wrecked one of his firm’s 
trucks after crashing it while driving three times 
over the drink-drive limit has been jailed for six 
months. 

James Diment (27), of London Road, Harlow, 
admitted charges of aggravated vehicle taking, 
driving with excess alcohol and driving without 
a licence and insurance when he appeared at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Thursday. 

The court heard he had 102 micrograms of 
alcohol in his breath when he was arrested by 
police after overturning the £16,000 refuse truck 
in a field in Epping on September 2 last year. 

Diment, who was employed by Blitz 
Recycling, had been working at North Weald 
Airfield when he used the truck to take his girl¬ 
friend to a pub where he drank five or six vodka 
and cokes. 

Richard Burrington, prosecuting, told the 
court that after the accident the truck ended up 
on its side having crashed through a hedge. 

“Diment and a female climbed out of the truck 


and were seen by a resident in the area attempt¬ 
ing to recover various items,” Mr Burrington told 
the court. “After wandering off, they returned to 
attempt to collect some belongings. 

“Police arrived at the scene, the female 
stopped and was spoken to but the defendant ran 
off and hid in a ditch full of water and reeds. A 
police dog tracked him there about 400 metres 
from the crash.” 

Christina Denny-Persuad, representing the 
defendant, said in mitigation the pair had gone to 
the airfield and had been sitting in the cab of the 
vehicle before Diment drove off to “get some¬ 
thing to eat”. 

She added that the accident happened when 
Diment attempted to negotiate a bend while driv¬ 
ing at speed. 

Jailing Diment and banning him from driving 
for three years, Judge Patrick O’Brien told him: 
“It was a breach of your employer’s trust by tak¬ 
ing this vehicle and driving it on a public road 
after drinking five or six vodka and cokes.” 



Community crimebuster 
Rox wins second award 


ONE of Harlow Council's 
canine crimebusters has 
scooped a second "best of 
breed" award for outstanding 
performance and discipline. 
German Shepherd Rox, part 
of the council's community 
ranger patrols, has won the 
Kennel Club-approved award for 
second year running after 
impressing judges from the 
Harlow District Dog Training 
Society. 

Rox, who patrols the town's 
streets every day as part of 
the service, has already 
distinguished himself by 
scaring off potential 


intruders from Parndon Wood 
Nature Reserve and, together 
with his handler, encouraging 
intimidating groups of youths to 
move on. 

Joel Charles, the council's 
portfolio holder for community 
and citizenship, said: "Our open 
spaces and public areas are 
there to be enjoyed by 
everyone. 

"Rox is a powerful deterrent to 
those who sometimes blight our 
streets and parks through anti¬ 
social behaviour. His training 
means his presence is 
frequently enough to calm a 
situation down." 


More paying 
their council 
bills online 
or by phone 

RESIDENTS are increasingly 
choosing to pay their council 
bills online and over the 
phone, according to new 
figures from Harlow Council. 
Demands totalling £238,000 
were paid via the internet or 
automated telephone services 
during the authority’s 
Christmas shutdown from 
December 23 to January 3 - 
an increase of £85,000 on the 
same period last year. 

More than 6,000 unique users 
also accessed the council’s 
website during the Christmas 
and new year break, with the 
most popular pages visited 
being those detailing revised 
bin collection dates and job 
vacancies. 

The authority has attributed 
the jump in online activity to a 
long-term campaign to 
encourage residents to do their 
council business on the 
internet or over the phone. 
Simon Carter, portfolio holder 
for resources, said both 
methods were more cost- 
effective for the authority and 
more convenient for residents. 
“Every week hundreds of 
people queue up in the Civic 
Centre to pay bills. Not only 
does this take time out of a 
resident’s day, it is also 
expensive for the council. 
“There are more convenient 
ways to pay bills or to access 
services and as current trends 
show more residents are 
staying at home to pay their 
bills online or to find out 
information on council 
services at a time that suits 
them.” 

Sports centre 
closed after 
storeroom fire 

HARLOW Leisurezone had 
to be evacuated on Thursday 
evening after a fire broke out 
in a staff storeroom. 
Firefighters called to the 
complex in Second Avenue 
shortly before 7pm managed 
to extinguish the blaze within 
half-an-hour. 

No-one was injured during 
the incident and the sports 
centre reopened later in the 
evening’ 

A Leisurezone spokeswoman 
said: “A minor fire was 
discovered by staff in one of 
the stores. 

“The building was evacuated 
immediately, the emergency 
services were called, they 
attended and the fire was 
dealt with quickly. 

“The fire was of a minor 
nature, the building was 
closed for a few hours that 
evening and Leisurezone 
opened for business as 
normal the following 
morning.” 

A joint Essex County Fire & 
Rescue Service and police 
investigation will now be 
carried out to establish the 
cause of the blaze.

These 
will now build up another two weeks worth 
before they come and collect it again. 

It is inconsiderate beyond belief, lazy and 
down right unhygenic. I would be extremely 
interested to hear what environmental health 
would have to say about it to be perfectly 
honest. 

I tried to contact the council but obviously they 
don’t care in the slightest and have told me to 
take it to the dump myself. How they suppose I 
should do this I would love to know. 


SIR, What was the point of last 
week’s letter from Labour group 
deputy leader Jean Clark 
(‘Democratic process is our wishful 
thinking’, January 5)? One wonders 
what is the point of the Labour Party 
at all.

A CHURCH made entirely from ice and 
snow has been built in a remote German 
village. 

Residents of Mitterfirmiansreut, a 
mountain community near the country's 
border with the Czech Republic, helped 
build the remarkable 20 metre-long 
structure as a tribute to their ancestors. 

A similar snow church was built in the 
same town 100 years ago as an act of 
protest by villagers who were unhappy with 
having to travel 90 minutes by foot to get 
to the nearest church. 

Local churchman Kajetan Steinbeisse 
explained: "It was meant as an act of 
provocation. Believers from the village got 
together and built a snow church because 
they didn't have a church here." 

The new structure is more than 20 metres 
long and boasts a tower and eight-metre 
high steeple. It can hold up to 200 people 
although it is unlikely that mass, weddings 
and baptisms will take place there. 



The church will remain open - mainly as a 
tourist attraction - until the spring when

DID you hear the one 
about the man who went 
to A&E because he got 
blisters from new shoes? 

It may sound like a joke 
but it is a true story. 

In fact research has shown 
that a quarter of all people 
who go to an A&E 
department do not need to be 
there, either because they 
could have been treated 
elsewhere or because they did 
not need any treatment at all.

Choosing the right option 
matters because getting it 
wrong can cause major 
inconvenience, waste the time 
of doctors and nurses, cost a 
lot of money and even put 


other patients at risk. 

Every time someone goes to 
A&E and is discharged 
without needing further 
treatment, the cost to the NHS 
is £124. Even more serious is 
the potential impact on 
patients who have a genuine 
need for A&E services. 

The number of emergency 
ambulances arriving at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
has grown by more than 10 
per cent in the past year.

THE casualties of war extend far beyond 
the terrible loss of human life. 

During the First World War, thousands of 
pigeons carried vital messages over long 
distances when other lines of communication 
were compromised.

Now Steven Spielberg directs this Oscar-tipped 
film version of Morpurgo’s heartrending tale 
from a script by Richard Curtis and Lee Hall. 
Alcohol-soaked farmer Ted Narracott (Peter 
Mullan) pays over the odds for a foal called 
Joey to spite landlord Lyons (David Thewlis) 
when he is supposed to be buying a plough 
horse. His long-suffering wife Rose (Emily 
Watson) wonders how they will pay the rent, 
while son Albert (Jeremy Irvine) promises to 
train the animal to work the fields. 

But when Europe goes to war, Ted sells Joey to 
Captain Nicholls (Tom Hiddleston), who 
promises to take good care of the horse. Albert 
subsequently learns of tragedy on the 
battlefield and enlists in the army with best 
friend Andrew (Matt Milne) to track down Joey 
and return the horse to the farm. 

Meanwhile, behind enemy lines, Joey is 
captured by the Germans and embarks on a 
momentous journey in the company of a 
young soldier called Gunther (David Kross) and 
a French girl (Celine Buckens) and her 
grandfather (Niels Arestrup). 

War Horse is a deeply moving and sweeping 
drama that harnesses Spielberg’s virtuosity 
behind the camera. He conjures up some 
breathtaking images; scenes in the trenches 
recall the pyrotechnic-laden hell of Saving 
Private Ryan and a pivotal scene of Joey 
ensnared in barbed wire during the battle of 
The Somme is genuinely horrifying. 

Irvine is an endearing and steadfast hero who 
is willing to die for his beloved horse, while the 
supporting cast embraces the script’s earthy 
humour and sentimentality. 

Invariably, the four-legged stars canter away 
with our tear-stained affections, beautifully 
embodying the millions of noble beasts which 
gave their lives for our freedom.

This in turn 
has priced out those who want to live 
somewhere reasonable, but who simply 
could not stretch to their ideal property 
without going halves with a friend (or 
even a stranger in many instances where 
we have been able to put willing tenants 
together!) 

We are therefore often approached by 
sharers and we recommend that landlords 
embrace the concept. It certainly opens up 
the number of prospective tenants willing 
to pay top market rent, as the contribution 
of each is smaller. Importantly we are 
usually able administer things so that 
each tenant becomes jointly and severally 


liable for the whole of the rent and the 
condition of your property. This means 
that if one tenant fails to pay, you can 
look to the other tenant/s as well, thereby 
halving your risk. Tenants are also more 
likely to look after your property if they 
are accountable to their friends as well as 
you. 

One thing to consider when appealing to 
sharers, especially if you are converting a 
property in preparation for rental, is to 
aim for bedrooms of a similar size. Also, it 
is often preferable to have a larger 
kitchen at the expense of a smaller sitting 
room, thereby allowing sharers to do their 
own thing rather than always having to 
watch TV together!

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Cutting costs but not quality

S OME cars are designed 
to be jacks of all trades 
but even though they’re 
rarely masters of any one, 
the reality is that most of us, 
especially company car 
drivers, need a car that does 
one particular thing better 
than any other. 

Company car nirvana is 
fashioned by a combination of 
low CO 2 emissions and levels of 
comfort that make cloud nine 
feel like a Victorian school chair. 
The bills have got to be low and 
the mile-eating talent has got to 
be high. 

Plenty of space for passengers 
and luggage is important, 
though. After all, most company 
cars are basically private cars at 
the weekend. But the key is for 
the car to be quiet, comfortable, 
stable and cheap to own. 

With that in mind, here’s the 
new Toyota Avensis. While it’s 
not entirely new, it has a much 
prettier face and a host of 
improvements under the skin 
that, on the best-selling diesel 
model, add up to a promise of 
the lowest running costs in its 
class. 

In fact, Toyota reckons that its 
three-year running costs are 
£2,000 cheaper than before. 

The most popular 2.0-litre D-4D 
powerplant, accounting for two- 
thirds of the previous Avensis 
generation’s sales, has been 
heavily updated with a smaller, 
more efficient turbo. 

It links with new engine 
mapping and improved cold start 



characteristics, allowing a faster 
warm-up process that wastes 
lessenergy than before in the 
name of better fuel efficiency. 
The bottom line is 119g/km of 
CO 2 - down from 139g/km in the 
old model - and a claimed 
62.8mpg with a gentle mix of 
driving. 

Soundproofing in the cabin has 
been improved with acoustic 
dampening material extended 
into new areas in an attempt to 
keep the new Avensis as quiet as 
possible. It works, too, with road 
noise being very hushed even at 
75mph or so, albeit on smooth 
French motorways. 

There’s a bit of wind noise 
around the wing mirrors and A- 
pillars, but it’s probably only 
noticeable because the car is so 
quiet a cruiser otherwise. 

The 124bhp diesel can get a bit 
noisy under power though, and 
the test car’s engine still felt 
tight with only 500 miles under 
its wheels from new, but it’s clear 
that its power and torque 


delivery are both more linear 
than in the old model, as per 
Toyota’s intent. 

This might actually be the last 
2.0-litre Toyota diesel engine that 
sees production in the Avensis. A 
recent agreement will soon see 
Toyota cars in Europe being 
fitted with 1.6- and 2.0-litre BMW 
diesels, which will provide even 
more attractive CO 2 and fuel 
economy figures. 

A slick six-speed manual gearbox 
is standard on this engine; an 
automatic is only available with 
the much thirstier, more 
polluting 2.2-litre D-CAT diesel. 
Company car drivers would be 
financially better off with the 
manual, but if maximum space 
is your wish then the Tourer 
(estate) version of the 2.0 D-4D 
model is in the same road tax 
band as the saloon, pushing out 
120g/km of CO 2 . 

Efficiency figures like these 
qualify the new car for cheap 
running costs relative to the 
other 2.0-litre diesel company car 


options out there for similar 
money. Another nod in its favour 
is the outstanding standard kit 
list, which features a lot more 
than you might expect. 

On all but the ultra-basic T2 spec 
level, Toyota’s amusingly-named 
Touch & Go touch-screen 
satellite navigation system is 
standard. It’s a good system, even 
if it does struggle to pronounce 
some street names, and it should 
be a huge pull for county¬ 
crossing company drivers. 

The same goes for a rear-view 
camera, 17-inch alloy wheels, 
automatic headlights and 
windscreen wipers, cruise 
control, electric driver’s seat 
lumbar adjustment and a bundle 
of other convenient extras. It’s 
all standard on TR spec and 
above. 

It makes for a convincing turn of 
value, with the key 2.0-litre D-4D 
TR model carrying the same 
price tag as the old, less well- 
equipped one. 

Toyota’s claims of much- 


improved driving dynamics are 
exaggerated. The revised chassis 
feels stiff, stable and strong, but 
there isn’t much feel. A slightly 
quickened steering rack is, 
however, a welcome change that 
should mean less wheel-twirling 
in tight corners. 

The point of the new Avensis is 
to be a better company car than 
ever. That’s where Toyota hopes 
to find the bulk of its sales and 
why many of the techy touches, 
like access to Google local 
search, are directed particularly 
at high-mileage business drivers. 
The spacious rear passenger 
area and obvious high-build 
quality make it a great family 
car as well. 

It’s a better cruiser than before 
and it’s significantly cheaper to 
run than its older self. It 
succeeds exactly where it needs 
to, with excellent cruising 
comfort and a first-rate list of 
standard gadgets, so despite it 
being a master of one trade 
above all others, it makes perfect 
sense to the right people.

A BIG year is in sight for ace 
marksman James Huckle - as 
he strives to represent Great 
Britain at the London 2012 
Olympics. 

Huckle (21), from Old Harlow, 
has experienced international suc¬ 
cess over the last few years, but has 
yet to book a spot in the GB squad 
for the games later this year. 

He came close to nailing qualifica¬ 
tion last year and the shooter, from Old 
Road, is clinical about his prospects. 

“There are three spots and six shoot¬ 
ers and I have a 50 per cent chance,” 
said Huckle. 

“That’s how it stands. The numbers 
[for each team] could change, but I am 
quietly confident.”

He added: “The letters [announcing 
selection] will not go out until May and 
I have to stay focused. I missed out on 
qualifying [for the London Olympics] 
by just a point twice last year.” 

The European Championships take 
place in Finland from February 17-19 
and a World Cup event will be held in 
Fondon in April. 

These are part of the build-up for for¬ 
mer Mark Hall School student Huckle, 
who will look to build on the good form 
he showed in 2011. 

He set a Great Britain record for the 
50m three-position event with a score of 
1,267 points at a World Cup event in 
South Korea in April. 

This discipline involves shooting

from prone, kneeling and standing posi¬ 
tions. 

The marksman also equalled a 
British record score of 596 points when 
he competed in the 10m rifle event at 
the IVIS Cup in Fuxembourg in 
December. 

Huckle, who is studying for an NVQ 
in accountancy, said: “My air rifle per¬ 
formance is getting up to my three-posi¬ 
tions shooting. 

“I’m shooting better every month and 
I’m positive. It’s about controlled 
excitement.” 

He added: “I’ve got to keep it rela¬ 
tively stress free and keep doing what 
I’ve been doing, that’s the key.” 

Huckle said physical preparation in 
the form of circuit training outside the 
shooting range is crucial.
